•A competent accountant in England,** 
continued the chief, “ finis plenty to do. 
The la w compel* the railroad companies to 
ha ve their accounta audited by public ac­ 
countants and publish« 1 in a form specified. 
A great many corporations and municipal 
boroughs are also required to turn over their 
books for inspection by public accountants. 
Great care is taken to select men of go o 1 re­ 
pute and integrity, and when looking into 
corporation* or private firms they must be 
wholly free from pecuniary interest in the 
business. 
When a balance sheet i* drawn 
•p and » dgned by a professional accountant 
the 
stockholders 
feel 
sure tha t it I* 
correct, and 
tha t the dividend has boon 
honestly earned. 
It is a great protection to 
the stockholder« . 
Lot us take the London & 
northwestern Railroad company, for ex- 
amide, with a limited capital of $5 >7 (K)0, - 
000. 
It carries 60,1*00,000 passengers every 
year and gives employment to 50,000 men. 
Toe stockholders of that grea t corporation 
would not tolerate ruch a one-suled report 
as is yearly sent out by all the leading 
American railroad« , even if the law did not 
forbid it. 
Here is a copy of one of the 
London & Northwestern’s reports prepared 
lor a chartered accountant, and fo u may 
tee tha t a review of the entire business of 
the road is summed up in six pages and cer­ 
tified to as correct. ” 
“ Have you any idea what it costs the 
Londou & Northwestern company to have 
itia cco unts audited as required by la w !’ 


th irty thousand dollars . 
“ Yes, I uu lerstand that o ne firm iu Lo n­ 
don keep« a force of men specially for the 
work, aud tha t it it worth to thorn about 
$30,000 a year.” 
“ W hat is to prevent a charter« 1 account­ 
a nt doctoring a statement to suit the pur­ 
pose* of a corporation, the same as a pri­ 
va te bookkeeper may be induced to do?” 
“ Nothing at all, if he is disposed to sell 
himself, but let me inform yo u tha t a man 
who doe* tha t ie almost certa in—I might 
aay nineteen case* out of tw enty—to be 
found out by the institute. 
And when he 
i* found out he might as well turn a t once 
to some other means of getting a living, 
even it be escapes prosecution.” 
“ Are there any chartered’ public account­ 
ants in America?” 
“Yes, quite a num ber have o o mo o vo r here 
fro m England and I believe they are do ing 
very well in the larger cities. 
There aro 
mo re o f them in Bo sto n than in New Yo rk. 
There is no asso ciatio n, tho ugh, aud at 
pro -smt 1 am afraid th a t the men are scat­ 
tered abo ut to o much t> •*tabli*h o ne. Yet, 
if the !>y*t# m o f public auditing is to o btain 
in America, a« I firmly believe it will, it 
must be thro ugh the 
instrumentality o f 
such an asso ciatio n as they have in England. 
Tee field is an inviting o ne fo r co mpetent 
yo ung men, but a^. 1 have s« i I befo re, they 
m ust havo a so c ia l training to enable theui 
to climb o ver the fence, 
Once there, wo rk 
is plenty, even in Naw Yo rk.’’
